To the Senate and Horse of Representatives of the United States of Ameri- 
cain Congress Assembled. 

The meinorial of the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, 
respéctfally represents, that the people of the State of Missouri, owing 
mostly: to the infantile condition of their country; experiente many 
difficulties and disadvantages; particularly in the want of better roads 
and the improvement, of their navigable streams: These re- 
press the speedy developement of the resources of the country; and in 


‘asensible degree discourage its enterprise and industry: Your me- 


morialists will not conteal the fact, that the people of this state are 
waiting with feelings approaching those of impatience, for the arrival 
of the period when the Cumberland road, commenced ander the aus- 
pices of one of thé bet of patriots, Thomas Jefferson, should reach 
the seat of government for Missouri; the ultimate point, perhaps of its. 
destination. From the extension aud completion of this great and na- 
tional work, intimately conwected, as your memorialists conceive, 
with the “general welfare” and the lasting interests of the whole, the 
people of this state anticipate great and increasing advantages espé- 
cially. those of free intercommunication and commerce with their 
brethren of the interior, with those of the Atlantic coast, and lastly 
with the seat of government of the whole union, the common property 
ofall. These effects being produced, the local prosperity of Missouri 
would be enhanced, the difficulties and evils incident to its border 
and remote situation in part conquered; and finally the bonds of affec- 
tion by which it is connected with its sister states strengthened and 
confirmed.

Your memorialists the Legislature of Missouri, respectfally repre. 
sents, that the unconfirmed claims to lands in this state, under grants 
from the Spanish and French governments, continue to be subjects of 
great inferes{ to many individuals, and to the state itself. Itis now 
near twenty-éight years since the adoption of the treaty with France 


rights to these lands, and yet, to this hour, claims to an immense a- 
mount remain undecided. How does a course of conduct so strange- 
ly dilatory, comport with. those principles of prompt and immutable 
justice, upon which the republic professes to base its policy towards 
„ali the world? If is certatnly not competent for the Legislature of Mis- 
souri to undertake to decide upon the validity of these land claims; 
but surely it is right to ask, that they may be speedily and finally ad- 
jodicated. Ifthe individual claimants have any just right, they ought 
$0 be confirmed in them, if they have none, the pretence of claim 
ought to be silenced, and the land brouglitinto sMarket, for the. benefit 
of the United States, the state of Missouri, and the neighbourhoods in

ile known to the people or to the government of the United States. 
Its geography was unwritten, and none of our citizens possessed an 
accurale knowledge ofits locality, except a few adventurous hunters 
and Indian Traders. The western boundary of the state as indicated” 
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by the act of Congreés of the of Match eighteen hundred and 


twenty, and adopted by the constitution of Missouri, is “a meridian 
line passing through the middle of|the mouth of the Kansas river,where 
‘the same empties into the Missour river, and extends from the parallel 
‘of ‘latitude of 36 degrees and thi 

tion of the parallel-of latitude whi 
tiver Des Moines.” The part ofjthis line which lies north of the Mig- 
souri river, has never been surveyed and established, and consequently 
its precise position and extent arẹ unknown. It is believed however; 
that it extends about one hundred miles north from the Missouri river, 
‘and almost parallel with thé course of the stream, so asto leave be- 
tween the line and the river a narrow strip of land, varying in breadth 
from fifteen te_ thirty miles. -Thìs small strip of land was acquired 
‘by the United States from the Kansas Indians, by the treaty of the 
third of June eighteen hundred and twenty-five, and is now unappro- 
priated and at the free disposal of the General Government.

The gov- 
ernment cannet be ignorant of their wretched condition, for the me- 
‘lancholy truth is forced apon the attention of the nation, by the pub- 
lic officers stationed ‘on this frontier. The superinterdant of Indian af 
fairs at St. Louis more than th 
dressed tothe Secretary of-war, discloses a degree of suffering and 
misery among our Indian neighbours inconceivable to those whoare 
ignorant of their improvident habits and precarious modeof life. He 
‘declares “that the living child|is often buried with the dead mother, 
‘bécause no one can spare it as much food as would ststain it through 
‘its helpless infancy.” x : 


Ifsuch be the deplorable condition of the, native tribes, what hor- * 


rors may we not anticipate when the frontier shall be surcharged, 
with the jarring nations from the interior of the states. Withouta sys- 
tem-of judicious legislation and the constant interposition of the strong 
varm of the government, -war will be the inevitable result.. Already 
_ the official reports of the War Department, manifest the inability of 
the Executive, to preserve the peace of the frontier, without the in- 


tervention of Congress, the necessity will soon become apparent,

of the army, to protect the whites from the Fodians and the Indians 
from each other. . ; é 
If the Indian tribes alone were to suffer by this policy, we should 
. leave them in their misery to the wisdom and humanity of Congress. 
But we too are irvolyéd in, the evils of their lot. Our frontier inhab- 
itants must suffer by their famine and will be forced to participatein 
their wars. If divided from us by an ideal line only, those who are 
beaten in war oraré suffering with hunger, will fall back upon our set- 
tlements for safety and food. If these be denied them, or inadequate- 
ly granted, the nation is at once in a state of war, for the vanquished 
will flee from death/and itis idle to talk ‘aboutthe principles of law 
and the rights of property to starving men with arms in their hands: 
When our affairs shall arrive at this crisis we must destroy them or fall 
* by their hands. All experience proves that men of such opposii¢ bab- 
its arid conditions; cannot live in contact with each other in harmony 
and peace. Their digcordant habits will conflict and irritate: The 
“mingling: of their horses and cattle ina common pasture will produce 
` continual quarrels: And the impradence and the crimes of individu- 
als, will provoke the vengeanée of communities already viewing each 
other with mutual fear and hatred. This picture it is believed will 
not be considered overcharged, but ifthe government in its wisdom to 
get rid of the great difficulty, connected with the existence of Indian 
tribes within tlie boundaries of sovereign states, should think proper to 
place them pn our bérders, we call upon the General Governmeht to 
adopt a system of defente for us commensurate with the dangèr. 
These considerations seem to us sufficiently obvious, to impress ‘up- 
on the public mind, the necessity of interposipg, whenever itis possi- 
ble, some visible boundary and natural barrier between the Indians 
and the whites. The Missouri river bending asit doés, beyond our 
northern line, will afford the barrier against all the Indians on the 
south west sideof that river,by extending the north boundary of this state 
in astraitline westward, until it strikes the Missouri, so as to include 
within this state, the small district of country between that line and 
the river, which we suppose is not more than sufficient to make two, 
orat most three respectable counties. - 
Aside from considerations connected withthe peaceand safety of 
the frontier, there are other and all sufficient reasons for this addition 
to the state. Our western line as it is now supposed to run, from the 
' mouth of the Kansas; north, is abo&t one hundred miles long, and the 
country’ is settled and is rapidly. settling, fo its utmost verge. Fhe 
Missouri is the only great highway of this region, and the only means 
of conveying its productions to market. ‘Without this addition, those- 
who may settle near the north west corner of the state, will have an 
hundred miles of land carriage to the nearest point of their only great 
road to market, or will be comgelled (inorder toreach the nearest 
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point-of navigation) to pass for twenty or thirty mites through a savage, 
and perhaps a hostile couctry, a view of the map will prove this posi- 
tion. 
The district ofcountry.in question,is represented to be asrich,as beau 
tiful and as wel] adapted to allthe purposesof agriculture as any is the 
west, and to abound in creeks and riyulets which afford excellent sites 
for all the mills and machinery, which the densest population and the 
highest culture can require. While we consider ‘that the incorpora- 
tion of this slip ofcountry with Missouri would produce a considerable 
addition to the revenue of the General Government fromthe sale‘of 
the public land therein, and is necessary to the commerce ofa large’ 
portion of the state,and to the ‘peace and safety of the frontier, we do 
not hesitate to declare, that it is in our opinion, inconvenient and un- 
suitable forthe Indians. Its contact with the white settlements, with 
no barrier between, and its proximity tothe Delaware Indians, who 
are located, by the government on [the opposite side of the river, for 
bid the hope of their subsistence ‘by the chase; and the history of our 
country affords no example of a sayage community forsaking at once, œ> 
their hereditary habits and settled jprejudices, to practice the arts and - 
enjoy the comforts of civilized hfe. 0 
In every view then, we consider it expedient that the district of | . 
country in question, should be annexed to and incorporated with. the 
state of Missouri; and to that end-jwe respectfully ask the consent of , 
Congress. ` ; : Ta : : 
Your memorialists further represent that the northern boundary of 
this state as indicated by the act of Congress of the sixth of March 
eighteen hundred and twenty, andjadopted by our constitution isthe 
parallel of latitude which passes through the rapids of the- river Des 
Moines extending on that line, from the north west corner of the state 
sto the middle of the channel of the main fork of the said river Des 
Moines; thence down along the middle of the main channel of the, 
said river Des Moines, to the mouth of the same, where it empties in- 
to the Mississippi river.” This |line is vague and indefinite. The 
country on the Des Moines is stil] unsettled and comparatively un- 
known, although the flood of migration, now pouring into this state is 
rapidly tending to that border. We are not informed of the exact lor 
cal position of the “Rapids of the River Des Moines” nor whether 
those rapids are óccasioned by a cane obstruction of tlie stream, so 
as to indicate the precise position of the line, or are produced by a 
succession of shoals, extending like the rapidsof the Mississippi for , 
many miles. Andif, on examination it should be. found. that the 
course ofthe Des Moines, like that of the Mississippi, is disturbed by 
different rapids with.long intervals of a smooth current between them, 
it may well be doubted which of|the rapids shall indicate our northern 
boundary. And we consider it highly important that the line in que» 
tion should be aaa settled and distinctly knowa, before the 
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white settlements, now rapidly spreading, shall reach the border, and 
béfore the possibility ofa conflict with the Indian Tribes, which w 
have reason to apprehend, may be removed to that’ frontier. And to 
that end, we respectfully request that Congress will take such mea- 
sures as to their wisdom and justice shall seem most proper. » — 
Your memorialists further represent, that the small tract of country 
lying immediately in'the fork of the Mississippi and Des Moines ri- 
vers, and extending to the northern boundary of this state, when pro- 
duced tra right line; through the Des Moines to the Mississippi, has 
| been ceded to the of Au States, by the Sauc dnd Fox Indians, by the 


treaty of the fourth of August eighteen hundred and twenty-four: and 
- is now held by the United States, for the use and benefit of the half 
blood descendants of those tribes. Tthas ceased to be Indian Land, 
and isheld by the nation, for the use of Individuals only, some of whom 
have been reared among us, and are as civilized and aswell instructed 
as any of our citizens, ‘The tract is small; being an acute angle be= 
tween the rivers, and extending according to common belief, about 
thirty miles from south to nortb. -Considered in reference to its arex 
only, it is of little moment either to this state or tothe nation; but 
there are many considerations which give to it importance and value- 
It is a wedgeina corner of the state, disfiguring the form and destroy- 
ing the compactness of our territory. The title is vested in the Uni- 
fed States and the uswfract belongs toa classof individuals, who are 
incapable of establishing a separate government for themselves, and 
čan never be acknowledgedas a state or nation. Itborders upon the 
Mississippi for the greater part, perhaps the whole extent’ of the low: 
er rapids of that river; and thus embraces a spot, which, in future 
times, will be of immense importance to the commerce and intercourse 
" of the whole western'valley. Your memorialist anticipate the day 
when the obstructions to navigation will be, overcome, a canal a“ 
“round those rapids; |when the inexhaustable power of that mighty 
stream, will be applied to almost every variety of manufacturing ma- 
chinery; and when a commercial city will spring upiń that wilder- 
ness, to serve as the great entrepot of the upper and lower Mississippi. 
With these views of the present condition and future importance of 
that little section of country, and seeing the impossibility of conve- 
niently attaching it now or hereafter, to any other state, your memo- 
rialists consider it highly desirable, and indeed necessary, that it 
should be annexed toj and forma part of the State of Missouris And 
to the accomplishment of that desirable end, we respectfully requesty
